In our decision entitled the ~~ Fell. ~~Z (01aim Nee ~U~0412

which we incorporate herein by reference)~ we he!d that the properties

owned or Controlled by the T~st were nationalized or othe_~ise taken by

the GoverD~en~ of ¢nba on November 2~ 1959~ and that this type of claim

is compensable to an ~_merican ~ational ~nder the fact~ and conditions set

forth therein° We need not again detail here the reasons or the method

~sed in determining the val~e per nnit of $0°11971°

On the basis of evidence in the record in th~ instant case~ the Gem~

mission finds that these claimants have been t~e o~ers of 2000 units of

participation in the CnSan Venezuelan el! Voting Trust since prior to

November ~3~ 1959; and that.they suffered a loss in the ~c~unt of $239.42.
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Section 504 of the Act provides~ as to ownership of claims~ that

(a) A claim shall not be co~._sidered’~, ~nd÷r section 503(a)
of this title unless the property on which the claim was
based was owned wholly or partially~ directly or indirectly
by a~ national of the United States on tlhe date of the loss
and if considered shall be considered only ’to the extent
the claim has been held by one or moore nationals of the
United States contin~o, ously thereafter u~:til the date of
filing with the Commission°

su’bmit the necessary evidence of United States ~atio:~alityo Thereafter~

by letter of April 24~ 1969~ claimants were invited to submit any evi~

dence available to them within 45 days fro~ that d~.te~ and they were

informed~ that~ absent such evidence~ it might become r~_ecessary to deter.°

mine the claim on the basis of the e~isting record.

Accordingly~ the claim asserted herein to the e~tent of claimant

FRANK Jo SPIEGEL’s one-half interest the, rein~ is hereby denied inasmuch as

his United States nationality is not of r÷cordo

In view of the above~ the Co~ission finds that claimant M~%DALYN SPIEGEL

sustained a loss in the amonnt of $I19o71~ within the meaning of Title V of

the Act°

The Coremission has decided that in certification of losses on c].ai~ns

determined p~rsuant ’to Title V of the Internatio~al ¢].ai~s $ettlement Act

of 1949~ as amended~ interest should be included at the rate of 670 per

annum from the date of loss to the date of settleme.t:t (see the Claim ef
